in one of its conventions. | 
ROOSEVELT IN ALARM. 

Col. Roosevelt, who was listening to 
the proceedings through a dictograph 
in his rooms in the Congress Hotel, 
became alarmed at the demonstration 
for Gov. Hadley and gave orders that 
Hadley be requested to retire from 
the stage, which he did, while Medill 
McCormick from the press reserva- 
tion, gave the signal to the young 
actress in the gallery to exhibit the 
picture of the colonel. An effort was 
made by the Kansas and other dele- 
gations, ‘led by Gov. Stubbs, to start 
the shout: “We want Teddy,” but 
that proved unsuccessful and was soon 
abandoned 


The outbursts came at the end of « 
long and tedious debate, or rather 
series of speeches, most ef them deal- 
ing with one or other of the contests 
reviewed by the National Committee. 

ROOTS RULINGS. 


Senator Root having ruled germane 
to the motion of Gov. Hadley te sub-

“Otherwise,” fe said, “a minority 
could at any time convert majority 
into a minority by includ in one 
motion a contest of the seats of 
sufficient number of their opponents 
te reduce them to a minority.” 

DOUBLE PURPOSE SERVED. 

He further pointed out that by 
such a rule a convention would de- 
stroy itself, as “under certain cir- 
cumstances every delegate would be 
contested and thus disqualified from 
participation in the business of the 


The 
Hadley motion served a useful pur- 
pose. It demonstrated that there 
are two sides to every contest, 
proved the impossibility cf the con- 
vention itself examining the evi- 
dence and reaching anything ap- 
proachthg a judicial decision within 
@ reasonable time, and showed the 
futility of expecting a national con- 
vention to act from judicial motives. 

Many ex-jhette assertions were 
made thet the seating of certain 
delegates would be highway robbery, 
but each time these were ‘sliowed 
by assertions of the most contradic- 
tory character and the unprejudiced 
witness was left to wonder what 
measure of truth or falsity wos in 
the statements of the speakers and 
how anyone, without a carefui and 
painstaking study, could possibly 
reach a satisfactory conclusion. 

Benator Hemenway pointed out 
that after instituting and boasting of 
sixteen contests in Alavama, 
Roosevelt had met the news that all 
but one of hie conteste had been 
thrown out with the assertion: “Oh 
well, we only expected to win one of 
them, anyway!” 

AN UNINTERESTING RECORD.

Summing up the opposition to the 
Hadley motion, which would have ex- 
cluded the two delegates from Arkan- 
ses, James Watson called attention to 
the fact that not one word had been 
uttered their case, that no 
one knew anything of the merits of 
the contest and yet the adoption of 
the Hadley resolution would exclude 
them from al! participation in the or- 
ganization of the convention. 

The Hadley - Watson - Roosevelt 
demonstration assumed such propor- 
tions for a time as to start the re- 
port that the Roosevelt people would 
turn to Gov. Hadley as their second 
choice. That Col. Roosevelt had no 
such desire, however, was pretty 
clearly manifested by his telephoned 
request to Gov. Hadley to retire from 
the stage and by the efforts of his 
own shouters to change the affair in- 
te a Roosevelt demonstration.

The volume comprises 2002 pages, 
bound in Bright orange, typifying the 
citrus industry of Southern Califor- 
nia. Conservative figures compiled 
by 100 canvaseers, who have been 
making a house-to-house canvass 
since January 2, 1912, indicate « 
population of 419,096 for Los Ange- 
len. Last year’s directory indicated 
@ population of 357,776, and a nor- 
mal average growth of 3200 residents 
per month.

FORTY THOUSAND A YEAR. 


County Recorder's Office Shows Net 
Profits of Small Fortune and Its 
Business Is Growing. 
“There has been a document filed 
every forty-nine seconds during busi- 
ness hours in this office since the 
beginning of. the month,”’ said Coun- 
ty Recorder Logan yesterday, illus- 
trating the growth of business in Los 
Angeles county, “and by the end of 
the month we shall have filed 1500 
more documents, probably, than we 
filed in June last year. The develop- 
ment here is a fair index of the 
development of the county every- 
where and in every line of business.” 
The grand jury has made a cafe- 
ful study of the Recorder's office and 
in its forthcoming report, due next 
week, it will give an exhaustive ta- 
ble of figures, showing the revenue in 
this and other offices of the county. 
The Recorder said his office is now 
paying a net profit of $40,000 a year 
to the county over all expenses. 
“This is larger than ever before,” 
he said, “and in the last fifteen days 
the fees will show an increase of 15 
r cent. over the same fifteen days 
nm June of last year. Fees, however, 
are not a correct criterion as to the 
growth of business. To show how 
the county has grown, take the 
number of documents filed in the 
first fifteen days of June in 1900. It 
was 1600. Ten years later, in June, 
1910, the first fifteen deys showed 6587 
documents filed. Last the same 
fifteen days showed this

Kindergarten Superintendent Ar- 
rives and Gives Views of Her 
Work—Shys She Likes This Field. 
Miss Grace Fulmer, new super- 
visor of kindergartens and first 
grade work, arrived yesterday from 
Columbia University. where she has 
had complete charge of the kinder- 
garten training work for the past 
six years. 

Miss Fulmer spent some time im- 
mediately in consultation 
Superintendent of Schools. She ¢x- 
pressed herself as delighted with her 
new field of work, believing that the 
West, with its tolerance of new 
thought and method, unhampered by 
hide-bound tradition, presents excel- 
lent opportunities for the introduc- 
tion of new educational ideals. 
“Superintendent Francis has been 
especially liberal with me,” she sai4, 
“in his willingness that I shall work 
things out here in my own Way.” . 
Miss Fulmer is an authority all 
over the United States on things per- 
taining to the kindergarten. As to 
the work she will take up hery she 
said: 

“A vital relation between kinder- 
garten and primary grades can be | 
brought about only when the teach- 
ers of both departments look upon 
all school education ag one continu- 
ous and unbroken process—from the 
kindergarten to and through the 
university; and when they at the 
same time recognize that seach part 
~—~—kindergarten, primary, elementary, 
secondary, college and university 
embodies but a different phase or 
aspect,.and meets the need of the 
child from time to time. 

“The teacher must know the child 
as a living thing, with changing im- 
pulses, instincts, interests, aititudes. 
ideas, and then will she see the real 
relation between these seemingly dit- 
ferent phases. A deeper an more 


hand, and a broader and more 'nte- 
ligent study of the school curriculum 
on the other, would give each teach- 
er @ greater joy in her own work 
and a genuine sympathy with the 
work of her fellow-teachers in differ- 
ent departments.”

Coroner's Jury Fixes no Responsi- 


Clearwater Tunnel! on Aqueduct. 

“Accidental powder explosion from 
unknown causes in the Los Angeles 
aqueduct,” was the verdict of the 
Coroner's jury that investigated the 
death of three men in the Clearwa- 
ter tunnel early Sunday morning. 

The inquest was held yesterday 
morning at Bresee Bros. The men 
who were instantly killed were 
Thomas O'Donnell, Edward Garfide 
and Norman Scoble. 

The bodies of the first and iast 
named were recovered a short time 
after the explosion. Garfide’s body, 
which was torn into fragments, was 
buried under tons of rock and earth, 
and was not recovered until the next 
day. At the time of the accident the 
men were said to have been prepar- 
ing dynamite for a blast A num- 
ber of other men were injured, but 
none fatally. 

O’Donnell’s body wes shipred yes- 
terday afternoon to San Bernardino 
for burial. Relatives have claimed 
the bodies of the other :w>.

Miss Guernsey is general secretary for 
the New York te Federation of 
Women’s Clubs. She is on the alert

She was lecturer In Washing- 
ton College in Washington, D. C., for 
years, on contracts, constitutional law 
and real property, and she is an au- 
thority when ft comes to legal en- 
tanglements. She has been admitted 
to the Supreme Court and the Court 
of Appeals of the District of Colum- 
bia, and she will address the biennial 
‘leonvention on “Industrial Legisia- 
tion.” She is especially interested in 
social and industrial conditions and is 
chairman of public service of the 
New York State Federation. She has 
conducted a special investigation of 
State charities. 

“Tt found the State board to be com- 
posed of twelve men, appointed by the 
Governor,” she remarked, “nota wom- 
an on tt—and the State spends annual- 
ly $100,000 in charities—and 
not a single woman on that general 
board to ask questions as to how and 
where all this stupendous amount of 
money is expended. In New York 
City, $10,000,000 are expended annual- 
ly through the public charitable or- 
ganizations, exclusive of private con- 
tributions.
